TRADE BUILDS CITIES 

That community profits most 
that keeps the largest percent¬ 
age ot its trade at home. By 
thc same token, the citizen who 
buys away from home is help¬ 
ing some other community, in- 
: t:ai of his own, to grow'. 

Business is the lifeblood of 
thc. community, A city or town 
can grow no faster than its 
business grows. And thc retail 
trade is a vital part of this 
business. 

Many patrons ol mail order 
houses and out-of-town stores 
do not realize the extent they 
injure their own community 
and themselves by diverting 
their trade from home town 
merchants. They d( net realize 
that the v lose far more than 
the few cents they may think 
they save in the immediate trail 
sactions. 

Industries bring money to a 
community but the community 
beneits only when that money 
is spent at home. It gets no 
benefit from the money if it 
passes directly from the pay 
envelope to the mail order 

use. the degree it does bene¬ 
fit being in direct ratio to the 
length of tune it remains in 
local circulation. 

The well-meaning housewife 
rsasens with herself that Ray¬ 
mond merchants will not miss 
the few cents accompanying 
the mail order or the small pur 
chase in the nearby city. She 
is at fault only in that she does 
not reason far enough. Those 
few cents would remain at 
h me and that small purchase 
would be made in a local store 
it she multiplied them by the 
number of housewives in the 
community. 

Anything that can he pur¬ 
chased away from Raymond 
can be obtained here, and with 
equal economy.

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One of the phenomena of the ' 
current business revival is the 
increase in sales ot advertise: 
products. 

During the time when busin¬ 
ess indices weie slipping down¬ 
ward, the man selling advertis¬ 
ed goods sometimes was put 
up against difficult competition 
and for fiirly obviou s reasons 

Chivjf among these was his 
investment in a name, which is 
only another way of saying in¬ 
vestment in the faith and con¬ 
fidence ot the people. 

lie could not easily cheapen 
his product to meet a price, 
wheras the manufacturer whose 
name 01 brands meant nothing 
was under no such pressure to 
maintain quality. If price was 
the controlling thing he could 
make it. 

Another and more complicat¬ 
ed factor was the fact that 
makers of advertised goods 
found it difficult to play with 
prices. A goofl many ot the 
offered articles for whLh the 
public had become accustomed I 
to paying a certain price. They 
were slow to increase the prices 
on the upward swing beginning 
in 1933, and they hestated to 
create a new price range when 
the downward movement came. 

Still another situation was 
that involving labor. I he maker 
of advertised products hardly 
ever operates on the sweatshop 
principle, whereas fly-by-night 
manufacturers with no repu¬ 
tation to be harmed, could ex¬ 
ploit the labo,. market to the 
utmost. 

Now the situation ha rt chang¬ 
ed because, while the public 
still is price conscious it is 
giving more attention to qual- 
the best assurance of a high 
ity and advertised good s offer 
standard at reasonable cost. 

The firm which has a big 
investment in customer goo J 
will cannot afford to jeopard¬ 
ize it by offering shoddy goo do. 

The old maxim that the best 
way to sell a good product and 
the best way to kill a poor one 
is to advertise, still holds good.
